Fighting Men Begin First Lap of 
Journey to Battlefields in France. 


Marshalled for the last time as civil- 


ans and under civilian authority, more 
than 
300,000 
men of the national 


army went forward Wednesday to the 
sixteen cantonments to be train'ed for 
;he battle against German autocracy. 
Their next move will be as fighting 
men toward the battlefields of Europe.

;he Movement of the selective forces. 
The men represent approximately 45 
>er cent of the total quota under the 
Irst call from each of 'nearly 6,000 
ocal boards. Already at the camps 
is the advance' guard of five per cent 
of the total, composed of exnerienced 
m«n, including cooks. 
Out of this 


has been created, a skeleton organiza- 
tion into which^the second increment 
will begin to be absorbed tomorrow 
with little confusion. When the last 
men of this /increment 
arrive 
the 


camps will house half of-the first-call 
forces, or 343,500 men, and the other 
half, will follow as rapidly as quarters 
and equipment are made available. 


The war department says the enor- 


mous task of obtaining equipment and 
supplies for the .army is moving satis- 
factorily. Some of the men of the na- 
tional army may be only partly equip- 
ped lor some time »fter they are mob- 
lized, and no attempt will be made to 
furnish them with full war equipment 
until the eve of their departure for 
Europe. 
Some civilian clothing, such 


as overcoats, will have to be used for 
a time, as the clothing industry has 
not yet caught up with its work. 


With-the mobilization of one-half ol 


the 687,000 men. of the first call under 
the selective service law in progress, 
the question arises as to whether that 
number of men will be sufficient to fill 
all mnits^ of the national guard and 
national army. There are indications 
that a deficiency in men will be dis 
closed when official reports from all 
the thirty-two training 
camps 
are 


available. 


Seventeen divisions of the national 


guard have been organized, but with 
the exception of the New York, Penn 
sylvania and a few others, and the 
Forty-second division which soon will 
embark for Prance, they are not at- 
maximum war strength 
The fighting 


strength of the seventeen divisions 
under the new tables of organization 
would be 623,000 men, supplemented 
by

troops. 
Whatever deficiencies there 


are will be supplied promptly from the 
national army, as the guard will gc 
first to the front .

687,000 men of the national army, the 
signal corps, including the aviation
